Chautemps 
told the chamber that the democratic 
regime was endangered when a res 
ignation of the cabinet was envisaged 
last Monday following the death of 
Serge “Handsome Alex” Stavisky and 
the collapse of his huge underground 
financial machine.

Names Not Disclosed. 

The premier did not reveal’ the 
names of the men nor those whom 
he called plotters against the govern- 
ment.

He closed his speec h by demanding 
that parliament “save the regime and 
public morality by uniting behind the 
cabinet.” 

He pledged the chamber to clean 
up the “gigantic swindle” over the 
3ayonne bonds without a whitewash. 

Outside the building, seores of roy- 
alists were arrested and many injured 
in violent clashes with the police. 
Crying “Down with thieves, down 
with assassins!” the royalists charged 
again and again, swinging canes sud 
throwing missiles at police.

HenryFord VoicesBelief 
In Principles of NRA 


Motor Magnate Sees Recovery Plan As Step 


Toward New Industrial and Social Era. 
- Denounces Selfishness in Industry.

DETROIT, Jan. 11.—Henry Ford, 
the outstanding hold-out against sign- 
ing an industrial code, has broken 
his long silence and discussed the ef- 
forts of the Washington administra- 
tion to bring about recovery. 

In an exclusive interview with this 
correspondent in his offices at Dear- 
born, Mr. Ford made public his views 
on the NRA for the first time since 
the battles of the codes began last 
summer and General Johnson threat- 
ened to “crack down” on him for his 
surprising refusal to sign. 

But it was no blast against the 
NRA which Mr. Ford gave. Nor did 
he have a word against General John- 
son. Indeed, in an hour’s free-rang- 
ing conversation Mr. Ford did not 
even mention the recovery adminis- 


trator. 
Believes in NRA. 

Instead Mr. Ford, who always does 
the unexpected, declared his complete 
belief in the ideals behind the NRA. 
More than that, he called the NRA 
the first move, though a faulty and 
halting one, toward a new industrial 
and social era which, when it comes, 
will be a millennium of justice and 
plenty. 

The greatest criticism Mr. Ford 
made of the NRA was not that it in- 
terfered in industry, but that it did 
not go far enough—that and his be- 
lief that there is too much selfishness 
in the support being given the NRA 
and that it pretty much in the

POLICE DISCIPLINE 


Sturdivant Sounds Warn- 
ing Against Communists 
in Addressing Officers. 


As Chief of Police T. O. Sturdivant 


Thursday night issued a warning 
against communist activities in At- 
lanta, Councilman G. Dan Bridges, 
chairman of the police committee of 
council, backed by other members, de- 
manded more discipline, a cessation 
of loafing and neglect of duty and 
more service for the taxpayers. 


All superior officers of the depart- 
ment attended the meeting on an or- 
der issued by the chief, and prima 
donna policemen were scored for fail- 
ing to enforce all ordinances instead 
of performing only services to which 
they are assigned. 

Joining Bridges and other members 
of the committee in their assertion 
that officers of the department must 
enforce discipline rigidly, that “wheth- 
er you like the mayor, a member of 
the committee or either of the chiefs 
or not, you must police or take the 
consequences,” Sturdivant said the 
time has come to clean up Atlanta. 

“Some of these days, or nights, we 
are going to be forced to use ma- 
chine guns, tear gas, sawed-off shot- 
guns and revolvers if the work of 
communists is continued,” the chief 
said. 

Bridges had read several special or- 
ders dealing with duties of captains, 
lieutenants and men and ended by 
saying: “Not more than 25 members 
of the whole department carry out 
these orders.”

The city auditorium housed a vast 
and brilliant audience for the Chicago 
Opera Company's performance of 
Wagner’s opera “Lohengrin,” the fifth 
presentation in Atlanta’s 1934 opera 
season, last evening—an audience 


that outnumbered any of the current 
season since Monday evening, the 
opening, except, of course, the audi- 
ence for “Hansel and Gretel” Wed- 
nesday afternoon. Musicians, mus!- 
cal laymen, and music lovers gathered 
in great numbers to hear one of the 
most brilliant products of that mas- 
ter mind, Wagner.

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SENATE REVOKES 


DEBT-IQUORLINK 
IN TAXATION BIL 


Solons, However, - Vote 


Ban on Financial Trans- 
actions With Defaulting 
Governments. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 11.—(/)— 
Minus heavy additional imposts 
against beverages from nations be- 
hind in their debt payments, the half- 
billion-dollar liquor tax bill was on 
its way to the White House tonight 
with final congressional approval. 

After the senate had reconsidered 
its approval of the measure and re- 
scinded its action in approving an 
amendment to place excise levies, ir 
addition to the tariffs, on imports 
from debt-defaulting countries, the bill 
was repassed and the house quick- 


ly coneurred in senate changes to 
complete legislative action. 

President Roosevelt had sent word 
to leaders that the excise proposal, 
offered by Senator Clark, democrat, 
Missouri, and carried yesterday by 
40 to 39, would hinder him in tariff 
bargaining with debtor countries and 
they obtained speedy reconsideration 
today and a vote of 44 to 30 to throw 
the Clark amendment out. 

Surprise Move. 

A few minutes later, however, the 
senate. with only a dozen members on 
the floor and operating under the 
unanimous consent rule, passed a biil 
by Senator Johnson, republican, Cal- 
ifornia, imposing heavy penalties on 
persons and corporations buying or 
selling bonds of defaulting nations or 
loaning such countries funds. 

Senator Robinson, of Arkansas, the 
democratic leader, who was- absent 
from the chamber when this measure 
passed, later entered a motion to re- 
consider, but refrained from pressing 
for action pending a conference with 
Johnson. 

Robinson told the senate the meas- 
ure was “very extraordinary” in that 
it would “put a man in prison and 
fine him $10,000 for buying a (for- 
eign) bond.” 

His notice of reconsideration will 
serve to keep the bill in the senate 
until the motion is called up. No 
debate preceded its passage. 

70,000,000 Seen. 

The liquor bill, which house leaders 

have estimated would raise $470,000,- 
000 in revenue, and senate support- 
ers said would bring over $600,000,- 
000, counting income from existing 
tariffs, contained few changes from 
the text originally passed by the 
house last week. 
It places a tax of $2 a gallon on 
disfilled spirits and wine over 24 per 
cent alcoholic content: $5 a barrel 
on beer and rates ranging from 10 to 
80 cents a gallon on- wines depending 
on the alcoholic strength. 

Amendments added by the senate 
and concurred in by the house late 
in the day would permit newspapers 
and periodicals to circulate in dry 
states with liquor advertisements and 
reduce the brewery occupational levy 
from $1,000 to $100. If a brewery 
produced less than 500 barrels a year 
the tax would be only $50. 

Four roll calls were necessary 
the senate to call the bill back for 
reconsideration. On the final one, 
throwing out the war debt amend- 
ment, four republicans joined 40 dem- 
ocrats against the amendment, while 
22 republicans, 7 democrats and the 
farmer-laborite, Shipstead, voted for 
it again, 

Nine Fail to Vote. 

Nine democrats who voted for the 
amendment yesterday did not vote to- 
day, while the republicans held yes- 
terday’s lines for it intact. 

Three democrats, Duffy, Wiscon- 
sin; Murphy, Iowa. and Trammell, 
Florida, switched their votes from 
“ave to ‘*no.”

German Churchmen 


Searched and Jailed 


BERLIN, Jan. 11.—(4)—A long- 
standing and bitter German Protest- 
ant church fight over leadership and 
dogma took a dramatic turn this eve- 
ning when Prussian secret police in- 
vaded homes of members of the Pas- 
tors’ Emergency Federation in vari- 
ous parts of Prussia and confiscated 
membership lists.

MICHIGAN PROBE 
BARES HUNDREDS 
OF STERILIZATION 


Total of 903 Operations 
Performed in County, 
State Institutions, Of- 
ficials Reveal. 
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DETROIT, Jan. 11.—(/)—Charges 
that a number of patients at the 
Wayne county home for mental de- 
fectives had been sterilized over their 
objections resulted today in an order 
for an investigation and brought out 
the fact that hundreds of sterilization 
operations have been performed in 
Michigan institutions under a_ state 
law enacted four years ago. 

Auditor Edward H. Williams laid 
the charges before the board of coun- 
ty auditors. In reply Dr. Robert H. 
Haskell, superintendent of the county 
home, said 61 operations have been 
performed on inmates of the county 
school and all were carried out on 
petition gf the patients’ families. 

Dr. Haskell said 842 sterilization 
operations had been performed at the 
Michigan Home and Training School, 
at Lapeer, up to last May 31. The 
law, enacted in 1929, also is invoked 
frequently in the state asylums, he 
said. 

Of the county home patients ster- 
ilized, Dr. Haskell said that 14 were 
boys and 47 girls.. The ratio, he said, 
was about the same in other state in- 
stitutions. At the state home, he 
gave the figures as 197 boys and 645 
girls. The disparity, he said. is due 
to the difference in “risk that the 
two sexes constitute to the commu- 
nity.”

Democrats Satisfied Aft- 
er First Major Test of 
Administration; Person- 
al Appeal Is Read. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 11.—(4)— 
The extremely slim margin of fivd 
votes today saved President Roose- 
velt from defeat in what democratie 
leaders had agreed was the first big 
test of his power over the house this 
session. 

But the 197-to-192 roll call bale 
lot virtually ~promised him the exten- 
sion of economy legislation he asked 
for next fiscal year applying a 10 per 
cent pay cut to federal employes. 

It also tied the house up with an 
unprecedented rule, so worded that 
from now until this session adjourns 
no member may attempt to amend the 
requested economy legislation by try 
ing to attach a rider to any of the 
forthcoming 10 appropriation bills. 

Only one chance for house defeat 
of the president’s proposal remains. 
The economy provisions he asked were, 
by today’s houge action, added to the 
independent offices appropriation bill. 
That bill will come up for passage to- 
morrow. There may be an attempt to 
prevent its passage in protest against 
the economy rider. 

Republicans who have only 114 
members to the democrat’s 313, were 
so surprised by the anti-economy 
showing that they cheered vociferous 
ly when the vote was announced. The 
democrats, more surprised, sat silent. 

The thing that made it especially 
surprising to the democratic chieftains 
was that they had said flatly that 
President Roosevelt wanted the legis- 
lation and had approved the proced- 
ure under which it was being consid- 


ered. 

Chairman Buchanan, of the appro- 
priations committee, read a letter 
from the president expressing “hope 
the congress will enact the legislative 
economy provisions referred to in mj 
budget message.” 

And in another letter to Buchanan, 
the president added: 

“The problem of returning as quick- 
ly as possible to a balanced budget is 
involved. To undo the excellent re- 
sults of the economy act of last spring 
would be unfortunate for the very 
simple reason that we are very defi- 
nitely still in, an emergency period, 
in which all of us are seeking to 
bring back recovery as quickly as 
possible.” 

And just before the vote. Kepre- 
sentative Byrns, of Tennessee, the 
democratic leader, took the floor and 
said to his party: 

“It isn’t over but we are in the 
middle of a winning march against 
depression. I, for one, am not going 
to desert my leader in the midst of 
the fight. This is a part of his re- 
covery program.” 

Then came the roll call. Not a 
single republican or farm-labor mem- 
ber voted with the president, demo- 
erats providing all of the winning 197 
ballots. 

But 84 democrats joined with 105 
republicans and the five farm-labor-

It’s a bid that’s certain not to go un- 
heeded if any of the following recipes 
are used. They are varied enough 
to appeal to varying tastes. Test them 
out and find your family’s favorite. 


Raisin Pie. 

One-half cup sugar, 2 cups seeded 
raisins, 1 1-2 cups boiling water, 1-2 
level teaspoon salt, 1 tablespoon grat- 
ed lemon rind, 3 tablespoons lemon 
juice, 3 tablespoons orange juice, 1 
tablespoon grated orange rind, 2 table- 
spoons cornstarch, 1-2 cup walnut 
meats, 

Cook raisins in boiling water for 
five minutes, pour in sugar and corn- 
starch which have been mixed to- 
gether. Cook until thick. Remove 
from fire, add other ingredients and 
bake between crusts. 

Date Pecan Pie. 


One cup corn syrup, 3 tablespoons 
sugar, 3 tablespoons flour, 3-4 tea- 
spoon salt, 1-2 teaspoon cinnamon, 3 
tablespoons butter, 1-2 teaspoon va- 
nilla, 2 eggs, 1 cup broken pecan 
meats, 1 cup chopped dates. 

Mix corn syrup with sugar, flour, 
salt, cinnamon, melted butter and va- 
nilla. Add well-beaten egg yolks, fold 
in beaten egg whites. Add the pecans 
and dates. Put into pastry shells and 
bake about 15 minutes in a hot oven. 
Reduce temperature and cook until 
done. 

Cream Pie. 

Seald 1 cup of milk, add 1 cup of 
1-8 teaspoon salt. Mix 
~ teaspoons of corn starch with a lit- 
tle cold milk; add to the scalding 
milk, stirring constantly. Cook un- 
til smooth; then pour on two well- 
beaten eggs mixed with a cup of 
cream. Pour into a pastry-lined tin 
and sprinkle with cinnamon. Bake 
until firm in the center. Remove at 
once from the oven and serve cold, 

Pineapple Pie. 

Heat one and one-half cups of rich 
milk, mix with one-half cup sugar, 
a pinch of salt and two tablespoons of 
cornstarch. Cook until smooth and 
thick and the starch is thoroughly 
cooked. Pour over two egg yolks 
lightly beaten and return to the fire 
to cook about three minutes. Cool, 
add one cup of drained crushed pine- 
apple, one- half teaspoon of vanilla. 
Pour into a baked pastry shell, cover 
with meringue and brown in a mod- 
erate oven. 

Cherry Pie. 

One can unsweetened cherries, 1 cup 
sugar, 6 teaspoons cornstarch, 1-2 
teaspoon lemon extract, 1 teaspoon} 
butter, pinch of salt. The pastry is 
made with Y cup flour, 1-2 cup lard, 
1-2 teaspoon salt and 1-3 cup ice 
water.

I asked 
the president of the Turkish repub- 
lic, Mustapha Kemal Pasha, for a lit- 
tle elucidation, was the  khalifate. 
When Kemal deposed the sultan and 
sent him packing with a select detach- 
ment of his harem, there were all 


sorts of sinister rumors that dire 
things and calamities were in store 
for him. Not only, so it was said, 
would the priesffy clan of ulamas and 
imans and muftis oppose this move, 
but the whole Mohammedan’ world 
would rise up in arms. For the sul- 
tan of Turkey was also the spiritual 
‘head of the Moslems throughout the 
world, the kalif ul islam, a sort of 
pope of Mohammedanism. 

“We know that the prophets pre- 
'dicted disaster, but we didnt pay 
much attention to them, and subse- 
quent events proved that we were 
right. Nothing happened. The Mo- 
hammedan world is a myth. There 
is no such cohesion now among the 
Moslem believers that they would 
break their national ties.

News Behind the News 


By Paul Mallon. 


DEXTERFTY—WASHINGTON, Jan. 11.—When Mr. Roosevelt 
started out last March to endure free-for-all questioning at his press 
conferences, the newsmen snickered. They thought that would last 
about a month, or at the most two. | 

They had experience with such things and Mr. Roosevelt had not. 
They recalled Mr. Harding once tried it and got involved in compli- 
cations with the Japanese about interpretation of a treaty. 

All other presidents have required the Washington correspond- 
ents to submit questions in writing in advance. The presidents 
shrewdly selected the ones they cared to answer, and discarded 
the rest. 

The newsmen are about ready now to confess they were wrong. 
Perhaps no one else could get away with it, but Mr. Roosevelt has. 


RESULTS—For nearly eleven months now the system has pro- 
ceeded without interruption, and the president has kept out of 
trouble. 

The last conference was typical. He was questioned first by’a 
group of newsmen, who are specialists on railroad financing. Only 
an expert on that subject could know what it was all about. He 
answered all questions except one, and on that he pleaded that it 
was a technical issue beyond his knowledge. 

Then came a more technical argument about the intricacies of 
water diversion under the St. Lawrence treaty. He knew things 
about that also, which only the experts could understand. 

At other times he has shown just as intimate an acquaintance 
with corporation financing systems and other subjects. 

The conclusion is inescapable that he either knows his busi- 
ness extraordinarily well, or he knows how to create the impression 


that he does. 


FENCING—tThis does not mean he answers all questions frankly 
and completely. He ducks and parries possibly half of them and 
this is rather to be expected, because no one expects him to con- 
fess all. 

The remarkable thing is that he makes up his mind on the 
spur of the moment as to whether he will answer or how he will 
evade them. He seems to sense trick questions very quickly and 
fends them off without embarrassing results. 


PROFESSORS—A brain truster sat up most of the night recently 


dictating an important memo to Mr. Roosevelt. It had to be at the 
White House next day. 

For the sake of speed he used a dictaphone and it required 
seven tecords to absorb his voluminous dissertation. 

When he took the records to his stenographer next morning, 
he found there was nothing on them. He had failed to connect the 
apparatus properly. The net result was: seven spoiled records, an 
irate disposition and a day of delay. 

That ought to prove something or other about college pro- 
fessors. 


LIQUOR—tThe dickering- with foreign nations over liquor im- 
ports is being so carefully covered up that only a few of our 
officials know we have concluded a deal with one certain nation. 

Not a word about that deal has been reduced to writing. It 
exists simply as a gentlemen’s understanding between a few of our 
officials and a representative of that country. It provides that the 
foreign nation will consume a certain amount of our goods in ex- 
change for a liberal allowance for a- liquor market in the United 
States. 

The federal alcohol control board has granted every request to 
import liquor from that country, without , question. 


PORK—tThe British have been slow to catch on to this system. 
That is one of the reasons why the permits for importation of 
Scotch have been so long delayed. 

What we want is for them to eat more American pork, but 
they cannot work up an appetite for it. They have an agreement 
to get about 62 per cent of their pork from Denmark. Also their 
nationalist government is campaigning to make the British Isles 
more self-sustaining. 

Our officials have been adamant. They say Britain must figure 
out a way to eat more of our pork or we cannot figure out a way 
to drink their whisky. 

Another inner difficulty -has arisen through Britain's trade 
tussle with Ireland. It started when De Valera refused to pay 
land annuities to the British crown. Britain retaliated by putting a 
tariff on Irish bacon and meat products. 

Up to then the Irish sent their bacon to Britain and bought 
from us bacon for home consumption, making money on the deal. 
Now they must eat their own bacon and our big meat men are 
groaning to the state department about it. 

They were told that if we induced Britain to eat pork we would 
be doing well, without getting mixed up in the British bacon fight. 

Such is the existing condition of international diplomacy. 


NOTES—tThe army crowd considers that the purchase of 100 
fighting planes (including 46 bombers) is this country’s answer 
to the French offer to scrap half its bombing planes.

The schedule was to have gone into 
effect last October, but has been delayed again and again and each 
month brings further skepticism inside the government itself as to how 
price-fixing can be effective. 

The most ambitious program of price-fixing was planned for milk 
and was to operate under the agricultural adjustment administration. 
This plan now has broken down and another formula has been proposed 
to help the farmer get more income.. Its success is threatened by some 
of the same obstacles that have been encountered before. 

The AAA sought under the codes to fix the price of milk front the 
It established prices that distributors were to pay 
farmers and that consumers were to pay distributors, and so on.

After the government had spent about $12,000,000, Secretary Wallace 
gave it up as a bad job and stopped trying to stabilize. Prices then 
broke 6 cents a pound, and the butter market is not happy about it. 

Other questions, however, added complications. Retailers offered 
to sell their milk at prices lower than the price the AAA fixed. They 
said they could make ample profit at the lower prices and pay the 
farmer as much or more than other distributors did. So the consumers 
asked a question: Was it right to send people to jail for benefiting the 
buyer?

Plan Assailed by Dr. How- 
ard Hailey, of Medical 
Society. 


Proposed erection of a $250,000 pay 
unit for the Albert Steiner cancer 
clinic was supported and opposed 
Thursday. -: 

The Atlanta Federation of Trades 
was on record as favoring the project. 
and in resolutions sailed on govern- 
ments to seek federal aid for the i~- 
provement. 

At the same time, Dr. Howard 
Hailey, member of the public policy 
and legislative committee of the Ful- 
ton County Medical Society, issued 
a statement scoring the plan, and con- 
tending that no need for a pay uni! 
of any public operated hosiptal exists 
in Atlanta. 

Hailey said he had been instructed 
fo issue the statement by Dr. James 
J. Clark, committee chair: an, ani 
Dr. Herbert Kennedy, committee mem- 
ber and former president of the At- 
lanta Junior Chamber of Corimerce 

“An erroneous report was carried 
by the press as a result of the De- 
cember meeting of the Albert Steiner 
clinic trustees on the proposal to seek 
federal aid to erect a $250,000 pay 
unit at Steiner,” Hailey said. “The 
reports said the undertaking had been 
indorsed by the Atlanta Chamber of 
Commerce and the Junior Chamber of 
Commerce. 

“We have reliable advices that nei- 
ther of these bodies have ever acted 
officially in the premises, The Ful- 
ton County Medical Society is on rec- 
ord officially as opposing a pay ward 
at Steiner, We predicated that ac- 
tion on the fact that the bed space 
in five of the larger Atlanta hospitals 
was only 48.8 per cent oceunied dur- 
ing 1933. This means that 51.2 per 
cent of the beds were unoccupied dur- 
ing the year. Even the larger insti- 
tutions lost money on operation for 
the year.

Ruth is on the way out, having not more 
than a year or so of major league baseball left to him. Jones 
has retired from competition and will return this year for but 
one tournament, the Masters’ invitation tournament at Augusta. 

Tilden has never quit competition. He lost the na- 
tional amateur title a few years ago, but now it is fair- 
ly well established that he lost it not because he was 
inferior to his opponent in tennis but because his legs 
would not stand the grind of a week’s play. 

Put Tilden in there against any one player and he would
